Need Cheaper 
| Production 


| Saskatchewan Dairymen Must Pro- 
duce More at Less Cost 

The necessity of cheaper production 
}of dairy products was emphasized by 
|B. H. Thomson, Boharm, president, tn 
jhis address to the Saskatchewan 
| Dairy Association in annual conven- 
tion at Saskatoon. 

Prices of dairy produce during the 
last year had been low, he pointed 
j out. Weather conditions had not tend- 
;ed to increase production. The cost 
of mmanufacturing was comparatively 
jhigh in Saskatchewan. These factors 
necessitated the dalryman producing 
more and at less cost. 
|; With better feed, production could 


| be doubled, said. In many cases, bet- 


jter stock was required to make dairy: 
ing pay. In other cases, the 
‘should be increased and better facili- 
ties installed. As a result of greater 
;production, the factories could pro- 
|duce more cheaply. 

He emphasized the value of scien- 
|tifie methods in the production of 
| stock for dairying and finished his ad- 
;dress with an outline of the Associa- 
jtion’s work. 

| Proposals to eliminate the large 
| staff of resident cream graders in the 
| Provincial Dairy Branch and substi- 
| tute buttermakers or creamery man- 
agers in each creamery as graders, 
were outlined in an address by Percy 
I. Reed, dairy commissioner. 

Under the scheme, the buttermaker 
would be licensed and mude respon- 
sible to the Government to ensure a 
good grade and guard against any 
over-grading. He would be required
